-Over 100 cases of 'damage 
to mail boxes have been re- 
ported, to the ; Afetioch Post 
Office In the past weeks/The 
damaged boxes are on rural 
routes and in Oakwood 
Knolls: 

Federal Post Office Inspec- 
tors pointed out that punish- 
ment for. in. any way tamper-, 
ing with or damaging, mall 
boxes carries a severe pen- 
alty. . 

The law covering damage 
to mail boxes reads, "Who- 
ever willfully or maliciously 
injures, tears down or /des- 
troys any letter-box or other 
receptacle intended or used 
for the receipt of delivery of 
mail on any mail route, or 
breaks open the same or will- 
fully or maliciously injures, 
defaces or destroys any mail 
deposited therein, shall be 
fined not more than $1,000 or 
imprisoned not more than. 3 
years.'.' 

The punishment for tam- 
pering 'with, stealing or tak- 
ing any mail from any author- 
ized depository for mall is 
even stiffer— $2,000 fine or 
5 years imprisonment, or 
both. This applies, to ANY 
mail, 1 even a postcard.

ge steel [that people could .aid 
in the campaign against van- 
dalism by being on the alert 
for persons who might be ex- 
pected to commit such acts. 
"If you hear cars prowling 
subdivision roads late at 
night, check on them," the 
Inspector said, 'if they dam- 
age a box, try to get their 
license number, or a descrip- 
tion- of the car and report it." 
Federal inspectors will 
continue to check in the area 
until culprits are' caught or 
damage ceases.

■already have a sizeable deficit: Principal Howard 
Scott, states that the school will not really feel 
the benefit of the increase until 1900 or 67. 
- .. ' .h\ the meantime, of course, expenses will 
rise somewhat with the cost of* living. Teachers 
must be given at least a token cost-of-living raise. 
And if the school is to compete for the services of 
.competent teachers, salary schedules must be 
brought up to those offered by other schools. 

Channel Lake School has a comparatively 
low tax rate and income. Although Grass Lake 
School levies 1.0S1 to' Channel Lake School's 
1.210, Grass Lake District has a OV'2/million dol- 
lar assessed valuation, compared to Channel 

/ Lake's 5 million. Rates of some of the other 
schools, and assessed valuations .of the property 

/In the district are: Antioch Grade School, 1.473, 
on 22 million dollars'; Big Hollow, L543 on8 miV( 
lion; Lotus School, 1.785 on 3 million, and Gavin 
School, 1.7S3 on I4 1 /z million. 

The school board has not asked for the in- 
crease in the educational Jtax until they were con- 
vinced it was necessary. They are all taxpayers 
in the district, and will have to pay the increased 
rate right along with everyone else. It's obvious 
that they are convinced of the need for it, and 
they are in the best position to judge the need.

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Besides streamlining our 
network of state courts, 
the new judicial article of 
the Illinois Constitution made 
important changes in tenure 
and election procedures for 
judges. 

The most significant pro- 
vides that incumbent judges 
run, not against an opponent, 
but against their records. 
Whenever there Is a vacancy 
on the bench, however, jur- 
ists will be nominated by 
party convention and elected 
in the normal way. 

The move is designed to 
ensure that judges remain in- 
dependent and free of parti- 
san political pressure. Too 
often in the past, competent 
judges were swept out of of- 
fice simply because the politi- 
cal party label under which 
they were elected happened 
to be temporarily in disfavor 
with the public. 

Under the new system, in- 
cumbent judges who wish to 
stay in office * must file a 
declaration of candidacy six 
months before their terms ex- 
pire. Their names then will 

b 



appear on a separate ballot 
in the next election, without 
party designation. The bal- 
lot will ask only whether or 
not the judge should be re : 
tained. When a judge re- 
tires, dies or is defeated he 
will be replaced by parly bal- 
lot at the. next general elec- 
tion. 

The new election and ten- 
ure procedures apply to all 
Judges In the state's three 
courts — Supreme, Appellate 
and Circuit. They do not 
apply to Circuit Court magis- 
trates, who are appointed. 

All judges must devote full 
time to their judicial duties. 
Eventually all must be at- 
torneys. 

The ' new judicial article 
adds an effective weapon to 
control malfeasance among 
judges. The Illinois Supreme 
Court is empowered to order 
investigations of judges, who 
can be dismissed If found 
guilty of mishandling their 
jobs, tn the past a judge 
could only be thrown out of 
office through impeachment 
by the Illinois General Assem-

The transition to the new 
judicial setup in Lake Coun- 1 
ty as directed by the new ju- 
dicial article in the Illinois 
Constitution has been rea- 
sonably smooth and efficient 
despite some hitherto un- 
suspected difficulties built 
into the article. 

Much of the credit for the 
smooth changeover goes to 
Circuit Clerk Stephanie Sul- 
tlilp who boosted the county's 
electric light bill considerably 
by working nights and Sun- 
days to prepare the way for 
the changeover. 

Mrs. Sulthin, or "Steve" as 
she is more widely known in 
Lake County, worked closely 
with Judge Thomas J. Moran 
before he moved from Cir- 
cuit Judge to the Appellate 
bench, and with the present 
Chief Judge Glenn K. Sei- 
dell fold in getting the county 
ready for the switch. 

The. possibility of confu- 
sion In making the judicial 
switch, a chango which puts 
all courts under her juris- 
diction, has probably saved 
"Steve" from opposition In 
the Republican primary in 
April since nobody in his 
right mind would want to go 
into this office cold during 
the transition period. 

Although the judicial 
amendment has piled consid- 
erably more work on the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
it has also made the office 
one of the most powerful 
politically because of the 
huge patronage list controll- 
ed by the Clerk, 

This factor alone makes 
opposition in the primary ex- 
tremely hazardous.
